Co The military plans of the United States to aid Vietnam- and the practical 
measures to implement these plans, together with information on the 
French-Vietnamese military plans and their actual strength. 

d. The anti- Communist activities of American and Kuomintang secret agents 
in Hong Kong, Kowloon and Macao, ©specially with reference to military 
activities . 
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3. The activities of the station are to have the following financial support: 
a. Funds appropriated by the 3 Field Army Headquarters in accordance with 
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an approved budget. 

b. Profits from the sale of opium in Hong n.ong and Kacao. 

c. Profits from military supplies bought and. shipped to Communist areas. 
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
